SAME, BUT DIFFERENT 
It WB Uved under a Sovlet-tTpe "demo- 
cracy," we should be told that Ruuln's de- 
valuation of the ruble signals the collapse of 
communism. ObTlously that is not the case. 
Stm, the Russian monetar; shuirio is of in- 
teresL For It shows that when totally differ- 
ent economic systems are subject to the 
same extemU' forces, the reactions are the 
same. Only the remedies differ. 

TTie Russian government's explanation of 
Its antl-lnflatlon program tells a famlUar 
' story. Military spending during the war put 
a lot of fresh money In circulation. Military 
production cut down on goods and services 
■ for clTlUans. Essentials were rationed, and 
their prices controlled. 

But the pressure of much money and few 
goods brought about the "commerclBl" mar- 
ket. This seems to have operated much like 
' ; our black market, though It was IcKal hi Kus- 
«la. And the effects were even worse. The 
government admits officially that prlcies of 
some goods were 10 to IB times , the prewar 
llgure. 

. Besides these war-bom Influences, the 
Soviet government had to contend with a 
woefully un-Marxlan factor — the natural 
'cupidity of most human beings. Since there 
lare only about 6,000,i;oo coftimunlsts among 
'some aOO.000,000 Soviet citizens, It Isn't sur- 
jnislng that there were people who yielded 
. to the temptation of making a UtUe side 
money.' 

. . So the government made a drastic move to 
soak the rich (by 'Soviet standards) specul- 
: . - atora. It also soaked those who were merely 
'thrifty. All loose money Is being called In and 
redeemed at a tenth Its face value. Even the 
gbvemment's own bonds are devaluated by 
two-thirds. ' 

Of course, the kremlin couldn't do all this 
..without slipping In a little propaganda— and 
' false, at that. 

"The currency reform In capltollat coun- 
'^ tries," the government statement said. "Is ac- 
oompllsh»jl:by large Increases In the prices of 
enuumsr'Koods, ^d eonseqbently by a de- 
' crease in me icialyr&ets of VforHhrs and em> 
, ployas . . . and an Increase in the army of 
the unemployed." 

This capitalist country, like. Russia, has had 
large increases in prices and a decrease in 
zeal wages: But It hasn't had an increase 
in unemployment. And what has happened 
to prices and wages is no more a result of 
eurrehcy reform here than It is In Russia. 
Actually, those factors are the cause of Rus- 
sia's currency Teform. as the statement ad- 
-niltted elsewheifiB. . 
, The Russian reform will probably do the 
job it sets out to, and efficiently, since there 
Js no opposition that dares object to Its high- 
banded methods. But the Soviet government 
ievidently recognized that there was conslder- 
iible injustice In its efficiency, and so threw 
In an end of rationing of food and industrial 
\ goods as a sort of consolation prize. 

- That may be a popular more. But It Is note- 
worthy that the government said nothing 
about an Increase In production of farm or 
factory. So the Soviet cltlien is likely to 
find that the end of inflation only means 
the loss of most of his savings and new ruble 
or old, the same low standard of living that 
lie Is stuck with today. 

TIETURN OF SOVEBEIGNTV 
Heven years ago, Veneruela finally freed 
herself from the paralyzing dictatorship of 
Juan Vicente Gomes. A little more than two 
. years ago, a liberal revolution overthrew a 
regime which, though better than Gomez', 
was scarcely a model of democratic leader- 
ship. Today that revolution has flowered into 
: a truly constitutional republic. 

, * Venezuelans have elected Romulo Oollegos, 
. one of South America's most distinguished 
literary, figures, as their new president, They 
'. have also chosen a new congress and state 
legislatures under the new constitution. In 
. doing so they enjoyed a - direct vote, secret 
ballot and universal suffrage for the first 
time. 

The election, unmarred by violence or dis- 
order, marks the "return of full sovereignty 
to the people,^, as retiring Provisional Presi- 
dent Betaneonrt put It Mr. Betancourt, bis 
party, and, his people have made an Important 
' eontributlan to tree goremienent. We hope 
tbat-^ their accomplishments may-serve as a 
pattern for. all Latin- American politics.
